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Guthrie says budget, Medicare top priorities

U.S. Rep. Brett Guthrie 
visited local officials April 
15, touching base to see what 
the U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives can do to improve 
the lives of people in Green 
County. 

At the federal level, Guth¬ 
rie said, money is, as always, 
a top concern. 

We are excited the House 
passed a budget that balanc¬ 


es in 10 years,” he said. “It’s 
a $5.5 trillion adjustment to 
growth over 10 years. If we 
don’t do something, that’s 
debt our kids are going to 
have to pay back.” 

The current federal debt 
is $18 trillion. 

The House also addressed 
threats to Medicare that 
would see the program go 
bankrupt in 10 years if fixes 
aren’t made. 

“That was actually bipar¬ 
tisan in that Speaker (John)

Guthrie said. “I guess people 
are beginning to realize the 
math, and that if we want 
to preserve it we have to fix 
it.” 

Rep. Guthrie said more 
work is needed, but the bill is 
one the President will sign. 

“Everyone wants to score 
a touchdown but sometimes 
you have to go for the first 
down,” he said. “We could 
have gone for a much bigger 


bill to fix it but that might 
be something the president 
wouldn’t sign or the Senate 
would pass. This way we can 
get something on the presi¬ 
dent’s desk and show people 
that we are going to be fis¬ 
cally responsible.” 

Rep. Guthrie said that 
international concerns in 
Russia, Ukraine and the 
Middle East are also a high 
priority.

County’s unemployment rate falls to state average

Green County’s unem¬ 
ployment rate in February 
matched the state average, 
according to labor force esti¬ 
mates released recently. 

KentuckyOfficeofEmploy- 
ment and Training figures 
indicated Green County’s 
preliminary unemployment 
rate at 5.5 percent. That is 
down from the 6.1 percent 
reported in January. 

Green County’s rate was 
the lowest of any county in 
the Lake Cumberland Area 
Development District, and 
tied Hart County for the low¬ 
est among adjacent counties. 
Hart County is in the Barren 


River Development District. 

Taylor County’s 6.1 per¬ 
cent was the second lowest 
reported in the LCADD. 

In February, the Cabinet 
estimates that 4,809 Green 
Countians were employed 
in the civilian labor force, up 
from 4,790 in January. There 
were 279 Green Countians 
seeking unemployment ben¬ 
efits in December, down from 
309 in January. 

In February 2014 Green 
County’s unemployment rate 
was 9.1 percent. 

Metcalfe County’s rate 
was 5.7 percent down from 
a revised 6.3 percent. LaRue 
County’s rate was 5.6 per¬ 
cent, down from 6.4 percent. 

Adair County reported the 


highest rate of any adjacent 
county ay 8.1 percent. That 
was down from 8.8 percent. 

Taylor County’s rate de¬ 
creased from 6.6 percent 
rate and Hart County’s rate 
fell from 6.0 percent. 

Unemployment rates fell 
in 119 Kentucky counties 
between February 2014 and 
February 2015, while Rus¬ 
sell County stayed the same. 
Russell County’s 11.5 per¬ 
cent was the LCADD’s high¬ 
est and third highest in the 
state. 

Woodford County record¬ 
ed the lowest jobless rate in 
the Commonwealth at 3.5 
percent. It was followed by

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If it’s true that it 
takes years of prepara¬ 
tion to be an overnight 
success, the same can 
also be said of many 
laws approved during 
a legislative session. 

This year is a prime 
example, with several 
high-profile measures 
having been consid¬ 
ered by the General 
Assembly before. That 
includes those address- 
ingbooster seats, dating 
violence and an update 
of the state’s telecom¬ 
munications laws. 

There are several 
reasons behind this. A 
bill may have to wait 
when competing with 
other priorities, for ex¬ 
ample. Often, it takes 
time for legislators to 
get comfortable with 
an idea or for it to gain 
enough public support. 
In some cases, what is 
important in one legis¬ 
lative chamber may not 
have much traction in 
the other. 

Most agree that this 
year’s “short” session, 
lasting 29 days out of a 
possible 30, was a good 
one for Kentucky. Gov. 
Beshear said the new 
laws “will build stronger 
families and communi¬ 
ties and accelerate Ken¬ 
tucky’s momentum.” 

Those bills that did 
not make it to his desk, 
however, will almost 
certainly be filed and 
debated again when

the House and Senate 
return to the Capitol in 
January. Some are well 
known, while others are 
relatively new. 

Two that cleared the 
House earlier this year 
with wide, bipartisan 
margins would have 
given voters a chance to 
amend Kentucky’s con¬ 
stitution. Under House 
Bill 1, they would have 
decided whether Ken¬ 
tucky should join the 
nearly 40 other states 
that have a local option 
sales tax. 

If voters approved 
- polls indicated more 
than half of Kentuck¬ 
ians support this con¬ 
cept - communities 
would then be able to 
vote on whether to add 
up to a penny more on 
their local sales tax to 
pay for projects that 
could be as large as an 
arena or as small as a 
community swimming 
pool. Once the project 
is funded, the local levy 
would no longer be col¬ 
lected. 

Since constitutional 
amendments can only 
be on the ballot in No¬ 
vember of even-num¬ 
bered years, there is still 
time for this to pass in 
2016. The same goes 
for another proposed 
constitutional amend¬ 
ment that has now been 
through the House 10 
times. 

House Bill 70 pro¬ 
posed restoring voting 
rights automatically to

most felons after they 
complete all aspects of 
their sentence. Nearly 
all states already allow 
this, but in Kentucky, 
only the governor can 
make this happen. The 
amendment would ben¬ 
efit about 240,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians, but those con¬ 
victed of murder, sex- 
based crimes and brib¬ 
ery in an election would 
remain ineligible. 

One of the most talk- 
ed-about pieces of legis¬ 
lation toward the end of 
the session dealt with 
teacher retirement. 
House Bill 4 would 
have taken advantage 
of extremely low in¬ 
terest rates to borrow 
several billion dollars 
that would be used by 
the Kentucky Teachers’ 
Retirement System, 
which historically has 
achieved much higher 
rates of return on its 
investments. 

While understand¬ 
ably far-reaching, this 
approach would have 
eased the system’s long¬ 
term liability while re¬ 
ducing the likelihood 
of crippling retirement 
costs for the state in 
the 2020s and 2030s. 
This legislation would 
have dovetailed with 
the reforms the Gener¬ 
al Assembly approved 
two years ago for state 
and local government 
employees and their 
retirees.

Guthrie says foreign policy sour 
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“I have visited Ye¬ 
men, a country that 
was trying to work with 
us, and met with the 
president who was just 
deposed,” Rep, Guthrie 
said. “The Houthi rebels 
are backed by Iran, who 
we are negotiating with 
while Iran is fomenting 
rebellion in these other 
Arabic states and that 
is disconcerting.” 

Rep. Guthrie said 
the U.S. has been a 


world leader since the 
1940s and, while no 
one wants U.S. troops 
on the ground in those 
countries, the lack of 
U.S. influence is harm¬ 
ful. 

“For us to just back 
off without having a 
suitable strategy is 
leaving chaos,” he said. 
“The President has to 
engage this. The presi¬ 
dency is a tough job, but 
he sought it and there 


are some tough deci¬ 
sions he needs to make, 
which has seemed un¬ 
willing to do.” 

Guthrie said he is 
disappointed with the 
way the president has 
exercised executive 
power. 

“Hopefully we will 
see the other side of 
the aisle stand up for 
the legislative branch 
because we can’t do it 
with the pure Republi¬ 


can majority,” he said. 
“The President says he 
can do climate change 
deals without Con¬ 
gress. He can do, essen¬ 
tially, treaties like what 
the nuclear agreement 
with Iran looks like, 
without Congressional 
input. Hopefully the 
Democrats in Congress, 
even if they agree with 
him, will stand up for 
the authority of the leg¬ 
islative branch.”

"Seek truth and re¬ 
port. Minimize harm 
to your subjects and 
sources. Act inde¬ 
pendently and be ac¬ 
countable and trans¬ 
parent to the people 
you serve," A1 Cross, 
director of the insti¬ 
tute for rural journal¬ 
ism and community 
issues at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, said 
to mass communica¬ 
tion students and fel¬ 
low media at Camp- 
bellsville University's 
Media Appreciation 
Luncheon March 19, 
quoting the Society of 
Professional Journal¬ 
ist's Code of Ethics. 

Cross urged all me¬ 
dia to seek truth in the 
age where media seeks 
entertainment. 

"Never has it been 
easier to lie outrageous¬ 
ly and get away with it," 
he said, from an article 
Charles Pierce wrote in 
Esquire Magazine. 

Cross's presentation 
emphasized the prob¬ 
lem of media as well as 
the progression of me¬ 
dia as a whole. Cross 
began with the news¬ 
paper and its domina¬ 
tion of the media. 

"Newspapers were 
the only real form of 
mass communication," 
he said. 

However, as the 
years went on, news¬ 
papers began to be 
dominated by political 
interests. 

"It wasn't until the 


1800s newspapers 
evolved from partisan 
promotion sheets into 
mass-circulation publi¬ 
cations that were based 
more on fact than opin¬ 
ion," Cross said. 

He explained the 
evolvement of mass 
communication as the 
Internet became public 
and computers became 
faster. Additionally, ca¬ 
ble was changed with 
the advent of satellites, 
creating a wide variety 
of sources. 

"Journalism has 
become an industry," 
Cross said. 

Cross closed with 
encouraging students 
to pursue media as a 
public service rather 
than a way to become 
a star. 

This was Campbells- 
ville University's 11th 
Annual Media Appre¬ 
ciation Luncheon. The 
Office of University 
Communication, along 
with the CU Depart¬ 
ment of Mass Com¬ 
munication, plans the 
luncheon to thank the 
media for their work 
with the university and 
for mass communica¬ 
tion students to connect 
with media.

Lindsey Wilson Col¬ 
lege has expanded its 
efforts to meet work¬ 
ing adults’ education¬ 
al needs by launching 
Lindsey Online. 

Lindsey Online 
features three bach¬ 
elor of arts programs 
and two graduate pro¬ 
grams offered com¬ 
pletely online: bache¬ 
lor’s degrees in crimi¬ 
nal justice, business 
administration and 
nursing; and master’s 
degrees in interactive 
design and education.

'This will make a 
Lindsey Wilson edu¬ 
cation possible for 
more students in Ken¬ 
tucky and nationwide, 
even worldwide,” said 
LWC Director of On¬ 
line Education Den¬ 
nis Robinson. 

All Lindsey Online 
classes are led by an 
LWC faculty member 
and they are offered 
in an accelerated, 
eight-week format, 
Robinson said. Full¬ 
time Lindsey Online 
students will take 
two classes at a time, 
which will allow them 
to complete four class¬ 
es per semester. 

"Typically a per¬ 
son who takes online 
courses is looking for 
a convenient option 
for either starting a 
new degree or com¬ 
pleting a degree they 
didn’t finish,” Rob¬ 
inson said. "They’re 
typically adults with 
families who are also 
working full-time, so 
this format makes it 
possible for them to 


get their degree when 
it’s convenient for 
them to do the class- 
work — and they don’t 
have to travel.” 

Robinson said Ken¬ 
tucky Community and 
Technical College Sys¬ 
tem graduates should 
find Lindsey Online 
especially appealing. 

"Kentucky has a lot 
of KCTCS students 
who 'go out of state’ 
online to finish their 
bachelor’s degrees 
because there aren’t 
enough online pro¬ 
grams in Kentucky,” 
he said. "Lindsey On¬ 
line is heavily geared 
toward those students. 
We hope to help many 
of them finish their 
bachelor’s degrees.”

"We don't really con¬ 
sider these things mis¬ 
sion trips," Alan Lind¬ 
sey said.

These words were 
conveyed by Alan 
Lindsey in speaking 
to Greensburg Rotary 
members March 31. 

Lindsey, along with 
seven of his 11 children, 
has journeyed to Haiti. 

This January was his 
fifth trip to the country. 
Lindsey also is planning 
another trip next Janu¬ 
ary. 

His intent was to 
make those around him, 
including members of 
his family,become aware 
of the needs and dif¬ 
ficulties that residents 
experience living in a 
country such as Haiti. 

"My purpose is that 
we might actually be 
converted," Lindsey 
said. 

In an e-mail received 
from a friend,he spokeof 
a line that read, "When 
you go to Haiti, you don't 
come back the same." 

Traveling to Haiti the 
first time in 2011 and re¬ 
turning on trips with the 
last one being this past 
January, Lindsey said, 
structures are quite dif¬ 
ferent from those in the 
United States, definite¬ 
ly not built to withstand 
the violent earthquake 
that rattled the country 
in 2010. 

Lindsey told of the 
unsanitary conditions 
that exist in that coun¬ 
try. 

He mentioned that 
his journey to Haiti was 
to help its people. 

Lindsey felt an inner 
calling to do good for the 
people of Haiti. 

He spoke of the Hai¬ 
tian earthquake and the 
devastation or destruc¬ 
tion that occurred to 
buildings being reduced 
to rubble. 

"It looked like the 
Holocaust. It looked like 
pictures we've seen out 
of World War II," Lind¬ 
sey said. 

The aftermath of the 
quake, he said, revealed 
a scene in the capital city 
of little children found 
in the streets without 
their parents. 

He so often asked 
himself, "What can I 
do?

With a divine faith, 
Lindsey set out to ac¬ 
complish good things. 
During his visits, he as¬ 
sisted in the building of 
yard bams and working 
in the mountain villag¬ 
es, helping to supply wa¬ 
ter, medicines and other 
necessities. He also saw 
a need to help those with 
physical maladies. 

His journeys to Haiti 
included the need to help 
improve education. 

"We've got a few more 
schools going," Lindsey 
said. 

On his last trip to 
a Haitian island off 
the southern coast, he 
worked with Samari¬ 
tan's Purse in the dis¬ 
tribution of gifts. 

Lindsey mentioned 
that the introduction 
of a band saw to villag¬ 
ers has helped in the 
construction of wooden 
boats. 

His future plans are 
to acquaint his other 
four children with the 
necessity of helping 
people in need, like the 
residents of Haiti. 

Lindsey expressed 
his gratitude to B.J. 
Whitlow for his help and 
camaraderie on recent 
trips. He said, "B.J. has 
been an indispensable 
asset in making these 
journeys successful for 
everyone." 

"Everyone who has 
ever come with us says 
the same thing, Haiti 
has changed their lives," 
Lindsey said. 

He remarked that 
if you're stuck in a rut 
or want to expand your 
perspective join them 
for the next scheduled 
trip in January 2016. 
The cost will be $2200 
all-inclusive.
